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Introduction 
This document covers the installation and use of the Delete utility for the Roku HD1000. 


The Delete utility allows you to delete files from writable Media Sources, including the Built-in 
source. Please note that in version 1.5 of the Roku HD1000 software, memory cards inserted 
into the HD1000’s front-panel slots are not writable, in order to protect the data on the cards. 
However, you can use the Delete utility to remove files from the HD1000’s internal memory, 
or to remove files from a shared network folder. 


The Delete utility can be placed on a flash memory card or a shared network folder, or may be 
installed directly into the HD1000’s internal memory. 


Installing the Delete utility on a flash card or network share 


Installing the Delete utility on a flash card or network share is as simple as copying a file with 
your computer. In the same downloadable package as this document, you should see a file 
called “delete.roku”, and a file called “delete.roku.png”. Just copy the files onto a flash card or 
into a shared folder that you have made available to the HD1000. 


When the flash card is inserted or the shared folder is mounted and the corresponding Media 
Source icon is highlighted in the Main Menu, you will see the Delete utility appear in the 
“Roku Applications” section of the Main Menu. 


Installing the Delete utility in the HD1000’s internal memory 


To install the Delete utility in the HD1000’s internal memory, you will need to use the Copy 
utility. If you have not downloaded or installed the Copy utility yet, you should do so now 
and follow the instructions provided with it to make it available to the HD1000. 


Follow the steps outlined in the section above to place the Delete utility onto a flash card ora 
network share. Insert the card or make the network share available’. 


1. Launch the Copy utility by highlighting its icon in the Main Menu and pressing the 
Select key on the remote. You should see the following screen: 


If the share was already connected to your HD1000, you may need to re-scan it for the Delete utility to show up. 
Just highlight the corresponding icon on the left of the Main Menu, and then press the Select button on the 
remote. 
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Copy 
This utility allows you to copy a file or directory of files to a new location. 


Set the source file or directory, and the destination directory. 
Then click the Copy button to copy the chosen file(s) to the chosen directory

2. Click the “Set Source...” button. You will see the following dialog:

3. Move the highlight onto the small arrow next to the name of the card or network 
share that contains the Delete utility. 


4. Press the Select key on the remote to see the contents of that card or share. 
5. Move the highlight onto the small arrow next to “delete.roku’”. 
6. Press the Select key on the remote. 
7. The text at the top of the dialog should update to show the name of the selected file, 
and the highlight should move automatically to the Choose button. 
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8. Press the Select key again. You will return to the main Copy screen. Note that the text 
next to the “Set Source...” button now shows the path to the Delete utility. 


9. Move the highlight to the “Set Destination...” button, and press the Select key on the 
remote. 


10. You will see the same type of dialog that you saw in step 2. 


11. Move the highlight onto the small arrow next to “Built-in”, and click Select on the 
remote. “Built-in” should appear in white text at the top of the dialog. 


12. Move the highlight left onto the Choose button, and click Select. 


13. You will return to the main Copy screen. Move the highlight onto the Copy button, 
and press the Select key on the remote. You will see a small dialog that shows the 
progress of the copy operation. 


14. When the copy operation has completed, you will see the text in the dialog reflect the 
fact that the copy was a success, and the button in the dialog change to say “OK”. 


15. Press the Select key on the remote to dismiss the dialog. 


16. Repeat steps 2-15 to copy the file “delete.roku.png” to the same location as 
“delete.roku”. 


17. Either highlight the Exit button and press Select, or press the Exit or Menu key on the 
remote to exit the Copy application and return to the Main Menu. 


18. If you move the highlight onto the Built-in icon, you should now see the Delete utility 
displayed:

19. From now on, you can simply navigate to the Built-in Media Source to run the Delete 
utility. 
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Using the Delete utility to delete a file 


This section describes using the Delete utility to delete a single file. If you need to delete 
multiple files, you must do so one at a time. Please note that the current version of the Delete 
utility does not support the removal of folders/directories. 


1. Launch the Delete utility by highlighting its icon in the Main Menu and pressing the 
Select key on the remote. You should see the following screen:

This utility allows you to delete a file from a writable media source. 


First, select a file to be deleted. Please be sure of your choice. 
Then click the Delete button to permanently delete the chosen file.

2. Click the “Set File...” button. You will see the following dialog:

Move the highlight onto the small arrow next to the name of the card or network 
share that contains the file you wish to delete. In this example, we will delete a file 
residing on a network share called “galaga-public’”, in a folder called “ForMike”. 


Press the Select key on the remote to see the contents of that card or share. 


If necessary, navigate down through any additional folders until you find the file to be 
deleted. 


Move the highlight onto the small arrow next to the file’s name. In our example, this 
will be “02.jpg”. 


Press the Select key on the remote. 
The text at the top of the dialog should update to show the name of the selected file, 
and the highlight should move automatically to the Choose button:

Press the Select key again. You will return to the main Delete screen. Note that the 
text next to the “Set File...” button now shows the path to the file to be deleted. 


. At this point, you should double-check to ensure that you have selected the correct 


file. Once you have deleted a file, there is no way to undo the operation. 


. Move the highlight onto the Delete button, and press the Select key on the remote. 


You will see a small dialog that shows the progress of the delete operation. 


. When the delete operation has completed, you will see the text in the dialog reflect 


the fact that the deletion was a success, and the button in the dialog change to say 
“OK”. 


Press the Select key on the remote to dismiss the dialog. 


Either highlight the Exit button and press Select, or press the Exit or Menu key on the 
remote to exit the Delete utility and return to the Main Menu. 
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
